Washington—(£>—President Roo- 
sevelt today assumed full control 
over the sale or export of raw and 
manufactured products'vital to the 
national defense program, after in- 
voking the government's power to 
requisition any equipment, muni- 
tions, machinery, tools, materials or 
supplies needed to prepare the na- 
tion for any emergency. 


In an executive order the presi- 


dent ordered the army and navy 
munitions board yesterday to make 
an immediate survey to determine 
the necessity for requisitioning any 
of the items deemed necessary for 
national defense purposes. 


The board was authorized at the 


same time to determine whether it 
is in the public interest to sell, or 
otherwise dispose of, any of the ar- 
ticles or materials requisitioned. 


The president's action vas consid- 


ered very far reaching and signifi- 
cant. Defense experts said that un- 
der that authority the United States 
could regain possession of many war 
materials, equipment and supplies 
already sold but not yet shipped to 
foreign countries and then either re- 
tain them, or dispose of them to oth- 
er foreign countries or individuals.

The debate is whether to impose an 
almost complete embargo on the sale of raw 
materials to Japan—particularly fuel oil. 


One group within the cabinet sees no reason 


why we should keep on feeding the Japanese 
war machine. The other group—and this in- 
cludes the entire state department—fears that if 
we cut off the sale of these supplies too abrupt- 
ly, Japan will strike back. 


To get the full significance of the present pic- 


ture, one must compare it with an almost iden- 
tical situation which faced the Roosevelt ad- 
ministration when Japan invaded China in 1937. 
For the most part, the details of this story have 
not been told. 


When Japan first launched its invasion, a 


series of conferences took place between Roose- 
velt, Hull and the British embassy during 
which both sides agreed that a Japanese con-

LONG DISTANCE BLOCKADE 


As a result of these conversations, a plan was 


evolved whereby the United States, Britain and 
France invoked the peace machinery of the 
League of Nations and the Nine Power Pact 
guaranteeing the sovereignty of China. Back- 
bone of the plan was a long distance naval 
blockade worked out by the admirals of the 
U. S. Navy and the British Admiralty. Under 
this plan British war ships at Singapore and 
U.-S. ships along the California coast and Pan- 
ama undertook to starve out the Japanese mili- 
tary machine by cutting off scrap iron, copper, 
cotton, fuel oil and gasoline. 


Japan, absolutely dependent upon these raw 


materials, has to get them either via the United 
States or via Singapore. And because of the 
long distances between Japan and California, 
and between Japan and Singapore (seven days 
sailing) it would have been impossible for the 
Japanese fleet to attack either the British or 
American navies. 


The-element of distance was the essence of 


the plan. And Admiral Leahy, who helped con- 
ceive it and was head of the navy at that time, 
estimated that the Japanese war machine would 
be starved out in three months without the 
United States or Britain losing anything save a 
few gunboats on the Yangtze. 


With some misgivings the stale department 


finally OK'd the idea, and the British detailed 
four battleships, twelve cruisers and twenty 
destroyers to sail through Suez to Singapore. 


But just at that moment—the summer of 1937 


—the dictators of Europe, playing just as close 
ball with Japan as today, started their submar- 
ine "piracy" campaign in the Mediterranean, 
sinking two or three British merchant vessels 
near Spain and causing the British to keep their 
ships in the Mediterranean instead of sending 
them on to Singapore.

BRUSSELS CONFERENCE 


However, it was revived again a month later 


after the Mediterranean crisis had calmed. In 
preparation for the second attempt, President 
Roosevelt delivered his famous Chicago speech 
in which he warned the American people that 
the time might come when they would want to 
impose a "quarantine" against an aggressor na- 
tion. 


Shortly thereafter, a conference of the Nine 


Powers which had guaranteed the sovereignty 
of China—a treaty initiated by Charles Evans 
Hughes and Warren G. Harding at the Wash- 
ington conference in 1921—was called at Brus- 
sels. Norman Davis, who headed the American 
delegation to this conference, stopped at Hyde 
Park before he sailed. The president told him 
to go the limit in molding public opinion and 
putting into effect the original peace machinery 
against Japan 


In conformity with these instructions, Davis 


wrote the first draft of his speech while on the 
steamer en route to Brussels, and radioed it 
back to the slate department for approval. He 
was amazed to receive bnck a completely re- 
written version from which all the teeth had 
been extracted. So his opening speech sounded 
like a Sunday school sermon. 


From that point on, every move Norman Da- 


vis attempted at Brussels was stymied by the 
state department. The British once again pro- 
posed the plan of cutting off Japan's war mater- 
ials, but Davis had to reply that his govern- 
ment apparently had'changed its mind. 


When he returned he found that his speech 


had been rewritten by Hugh Dilson, later Am- 
bassador to Germany and the leader of the ap- 
peasement clique inside the state department. 
Also Jim Farley had been worried over the po- 
litical repercussions from the quarantine speech 
at Chicago. 


Whether the president knew about the change 


in policy never was established. He had been 
off the California coast—fishing. 
PANAY INCIDENT 


The plan of a long distance naval blockade 


against Japan was revived once more before 
war broke in Europe—at the time of the Panay 
incident in December 1938. 


At that time Admiral Leahy, Chief of Naval 


Operations, reported to the president that the 
navy was better prepared than- ever before and 
could cut off Japan's fuel oil, iron, copper and 
cotton almost without the help of Great Britain. 
However, the British, who had a gunboat sunk 
by the Japanese simultaneously with the Panay, 
were anxious to cooperate. 


The decision as to whether the embargo- 


blockade would be revived again was made in 
the office of Secretary Hull one Sunday after- 
noon. Admiral Leahy was present; also Hugh 
Wilson, who believed in appeasement toward 
Japan. 


Leahy argued that the Japanese were bound 


to caiibe trouble sooner or later, and lhat the 
United States had best starve out her military 
machine now, when conditions were favorable 
and before the British became involved in Eur- 
ope.

tion of capital, -and directly proportional to the amount of that accumula- 
tion, have modern industrial nations risen. It has been true throughout 
history. No agricultural or pastoral nation has grown rich or powerful. 
Where the will to live, to gain, to discover and to conquer has waned, and 
a nation is given over to 'visionaries, doctrinaires and novices in social 
experimentation, decadence has be- tributed so little, would now claim

Nazi Army of Occupation Does 
Not Dominate Life in Poland 


BY ALVIN J. STEINKOPF 


Krakau, Poland—W)—If you snatch 


a purse in Poland you'll probably 
be arrested by Polish police. 


If you start an insurrection you'll 


most certainly be arrested by Ger- 
man secret police. 


It is along these lines that the po- 


lice administration is organized in 
the new Poland There are few Ger- 
man officers—and they are with spe- 
cial missions—but many Polish. At 
he head of each large police or- 
lanization is a German officer. 


Poland is not being run or domi- 


nated by the German army of oc- 
:upation. I drove for hundreds of 
mles without seeing a-German sol- 


dier or sentry or policeman on duty. 
In the cities, the "feld-polizei" sees 
to it that soldiers on leave are or- 
derly, but they manifest no interest 
in civilians except at curfew hour. 
Even at bridges and tunnels where 
one might expect a soldier, Polish 
authorities are in charge. 


No Chance for Revolt 


The nazi army is here—and in Im- 


pressive strength. The thought of 
an armed uprising—if any. Pole is 
thinking of something so desperate 
—is fantastically futile. The guns 
are all on one side. 


But the army is in its barracks 


•nd drill fields—"occupied with our 
occupation" as one officer put it. 


Policing is left to police and most. 


ly to the Poles. All officers up to 
and including the rank of major are 
Poles. 


Ordinary citizens usually just see 


Polish police on duty, since they 
control traffic and patrol the streets. 


But in addition there are two aU- 


German formations, the German 
secret police which interests itself 
in any police situation involving 
German citizens and a special gen- 
darmerie for "bandit districts." 


In former Poland loosely-organ- 


ized bands of local toughs occasion- 
ally terrorized the pine woods re- 
gion between Radom and Kielce. 


They offered a situation which the 


Germans thought required strong- 
arm action, but hardly meriting the 
attention of the nazi army. So a spe- 
cial police formation was organized 


along military lines and brought In* 
to the district. 


Operations consisted of deploying 


men on a miles-long front to beat 
painstakingly through the woods. 
Anyone encountered who possessed 
firearms was tried by a special 
court and invariably shot. A de. 
cree forbids possession of firearm^ 
by any Pole on pain of death. 


A few combings of these woods 


resulted in executions and either 
eliminated "bandits" or scared them 
into behaved citizenship. 


The region As serene now, for one 


night I lost my way while driving 
through the Radom forest-nan area 
where once citizens feared to go out 
in the dark. I encountered only 
genial Polish farmers eager to show 
me the way over obscure trails.

May Advance Fumble 


In the professional game, fumbles 


other than where a lateral pass is 
being attempted or on the reception 
of a punt, may be advanced by 
heir defensive team. In all cases, 
a loose ball may be advanced by 
he offense. Under college rules, a 
defensive team may recover, but 
not advance a fumble. 


When a kickoff goes out of bounds 


n a National league game 
it 
is 


Droughl mlo play by Ihe receiving 
.earn on its forty-five yard line, 
or at a spot where it went out, 
whichever is more advantageous "to 
receiving team. Under college rules, 
the ball is put in play on the thir- 
ty-five. 


In the fourth quarter, under Na- 


tional league rules, a team may 
substitute any three, but no more, 
players who have already taken 
part in the final period and were 
previously taken out of the game.

May Use Dirt Tec 


In professional football, the kick- 


off may be made from a dirt tee 
and the receiving players may be 
placed anywhere on the field as 
long as they don't advance within 
ten yards of the ball before it is 
kicked.

team must have at least five players 
between their forty and fifty yard 
lines (intended to 
eliminate the 


flying wedge). 


A fourth down pass downed In 


the end zone shall go back to the 
point from where it was put in 
play, rather 
than 
automatically 


placed on the twenty-yard line, un- 
less it was originally put in play 
inside the twenty-yard Inie. 


Any penalty, under professional 


rules, cannot exceed more than half 
the distance to the goal of the of- 
fending team. Thus if the ball is 
on the fifteen yard line, and de- 
fensive team is penalized for clip- 
ping at that spot (normally 15-yard 
penalty), the ball would be moved 
back only half the distance lo the 
?oal line or seven and a half yards. 
The college penalty would involve 
more than the distance remaining 
to the offender's goal line and put 
the ball back to the one-yard line. 


The use of the flying block and 


tackle are permitted in major lea- 
gue football, while they call for a 
penalty on the college offender. 


.Offside penalty on the defense
